\; He preling neceſſities of this Kingdome, cauſed, and daily multiplyed by the trayterous and bloody counfels and attempts of thoſe pernicious and 

# deſperate Counſellors, (till about the King, and proteted by him, while they more and moremanitelt their implacableenmity to our religion, the 
Parliament, and peace of all his Majelties good Subjedts and Dominions, have beene ſuch, and {o many, as have compelled Us the Lords and Com- 
mons Aſſembled in Parliament, to borrow moe and far greater ſums ot money, upon the Publique Faith, (beſides thoſe which we our ſelves advan- 
ced for the preſervation of our Religion,the being (as well as the jult and undoubted power and priviledges of Pariiament,our Lawes and Liberties 
from moſt apparent deſtru&ion)then at firit we intended, and to be longer in repaying the ſame (which we iti]l unanimoully reſolve ſhall be fully paid 
backe with interelt ) then heretofore we promiſed. And albeit we be now preparing and expediting ſundry propolitions to be h umbly and 
ſpeedily preſented to his Majeity for an honourable and firme ſetling of the Publique Peace, without more effuſion ot Chriſtian blood, yer no rati- 
onall man can be ignorant ot the turcher neceſlity of providing more Treaſure, as well tor ſupport of the army raiſed by authority of Parliament,un- 
till the King ſhall vouchſafe graciouſly to condeſcend to our juſt and neceſſary requelts; as for the tall payment ot all ſuch ſums of mony as already are, or further may be 
due, and arrere for the nou provilion of Armes, Ammunition, and pay of the ſaid Army, untill their diſ-banding and returne home to their feverall Countries (ac- 
cording to the times to be limited tor that purpoſe) that ſothey may not be occalioned through want of pay to plunder, cob, or pillage by the way homewards, after their 
diſcharge and diſmiſſion. 

Upon theſe grounds alone, we might very well recommend to the good affe&ions and zeale of all good men within the City of London and throughout the Kingdome a 
new advance and loane ofa very largeand conſiderable ſum of money, leit (while all we have is now in more imminent danger than ever) not onely all the moneyes already 
tent,bur all thoſe Treaſares of our Religion, Lawes,and Liberties (which ought to be more precious to us then our whole eitates and ſives, which we have ſolemnely devored 
to the defence of this cauſe) be utterly loſt for want of ſome further ſupply;to cloſe and perfect the worke in a ſafe and honourable way, wheteby all theſe may be ſaved,and 
the moneyes already advanced for this ſervice bein due time fully repaid, 

But when we conſider further,that (notwithſtanding all his Majeſties proteſtations,Declarations, and Proclamations to the contrary )not onely a great number of known 
papiſts are entertained,and imployed in his Majeſties army,who have aually levied war againtt the King and Parliament:but Commiſſions have ifſued under the great Seale 
Ef Bactandoo the Earle of Worceſter,and to the Earle of Newcaſt/e;by meanes whereof many thouſands of profeſſed papilts(whoſe very principles of religion do ingage them t& 
rebellion and ſhedding the blood ofall proteſtants;and therefore onghe not by the Jawes to be entruſted with armes in their own houles, nor to come within the verge of his 
Majeſties Court Jare gathered into great bodies,and do aRually bears armes againſt the King,Parliament,and Kingdom,and have plundred,robbed, pillaged, and murthered 
very many of his Majeſties gocd proteſtant Subjefts in the Northern parts, belides ſundry other places of this Kingdom;which armies of papiſts do daily encreaſe by the ac- 
he of many armes and popiſh Cemmanders from forraign parts, arriving at Newcaf{e,and other ports,and joyning themſelves with thoſe profeſſed enemies to our reli. 
gion, & to the lawes made to guard it,& to ſuppreſſe or prevent their frequent treaſons and rebellions;and that itis no toriouſly known,that therebels in and about Newcaſtle, 
under the command ofthe Earle of Newceſtle,do lay very great impoſitions upon every hip-lading of Coles exported then, thyſylc dtghe Chvt #72 $&fhcr places 
I of this Kingdom,and if theſe impolitions ps, ſtay is made of their Cole-ſhips,and ſome of them are compelled over{ga,to ferch in more men,arthes anda junition, 

to furniſh the ſaid popiſh army,againſt us;and our religion;by which mane a great deirth of Coles mult inevitably befalbthg popre people ant tho! Þ, that proba- 
bly may occafiommany, dangerous tumults and commotions, while thei 


Popiſh arny is advancing toward London, with hope that by this and other thiirdielliſh ar- 
tifices they may find all in combuſtions here, whereby they may with lgfſe refiltance pillage and ſacke this Cirie,cur the throats ot all men ofeſtates,and raviſh their wives and 
@aughrers —— difference(for papilts, in ſuch caſes, never make difference between frends and enemies: ) yea, ſo inſolent and barbarous are theſe blood y enemies become, 

/ that (while ſome men in theſe parts do caulelefly murmur and complain if any thing,although it amount notto the thictieth part of theireſtates, be required of them for 

their own preſervation. as well as for the publique ſafetic) theſe popiſh rebels violently ſeize upon the perſons of ſo many men ot quality and wealth as they can, although no 
enemies to their canſe, and compel! them to redeem themſelves, lome at 1000.1.ſome at 200.].ſome at 3000.1.a man, inforcing others to bring in large contributions to the 
ſupply of their army,even to the one half & more of ſome of their eſtates, and exaQing the ſame with ſuch rigour,that the mileries under which their friends as well as others 
groneand mourn,without the leaſt eaſe or pity,cannot be ſufficiently expreſſed. Uponall which conſiderations we cannot bur declare, that we have juſt cauſe to ſuſpe&thar 
however they abuſed his Majefty ſo far,as to obtaine ſuch iJlegall Commiſſions to levy forces upon pretence of aſlilting his Majeſty;yet having £0 tten power and trength into 
their hands, they will not lay downe their armes, even when his Majeſty ſhall have Jaid down his, unleſfe they may give lawes to the King and Parliament, for toleration of 
their ſuperſtition and idolatry and the abrogation of all Jawes made againſt it,but will proceed with fire and ſword to wot out our religion,and all that profeſſe it,as they 
have already begun and (till proceed todo in Treland,ifthere be not a good provifion of Treaſure to maintaine and ſupport our army,not onely during the time of treaty,but 
untill ſuch time as the ſaid popiſh army be difſolved,and the papilſts ſufficiently ſecured from ability and opportunity ro diſturbe that bleſſed peace and ſetlingof ourreligion- 
andlawes,which now hrengh Gods bleſſing may be happily obtained, as it is anfainedly and earneſtly defired by us: We therefore the Lords and Commons now affembled 
in Parliament,for the more ſpeedy and effeRtuall proviſion of moneys to be imployedin quenching this unnaturall and bloody war now kindled, not onely in the heart,bue 
in almo all parts of this Kingdom at once,by thofe papiſts, perſons popiſhly affeQed, Traytors,and delinquents,abour his Majeſty, (who have already made this flouriſhin 

Nation to become a field of blood have in the firſt place begun a new ſubſcription,and again aſſefſed our ſelves towards the railing of tuch a confiderable ſum of money, as 0 

meceffitie muſt be forthwith advanced,for the purpoſe aforeſaid,albeitmany of us be excealingly prejudiced invureſtates, by plundering, pillaging ,and forced contribution 

to thoſe enemies of the King and Kingdome in places where any of our eſtates lie,and our reſpeRive Lauds are (ituated, beſides the great charge and lofles ſultayned by our 
long attendance upon the publike ſervice of the King and Kingdome : And having by this our example recommended this work to be further adyanced and carried on by all 
others, who are touched with any ſence of pietie to God, and their native Country,now Ina flame,or of zcaleto the true religion rofeſled amonglt us, or of conſcience in 

making good their ſolemn proteſtation and vow already made to Almighty God. Wee doe further orderand require: That the ſeveral] perſons hereunder named or 
any three or more of them, doe forthwith ſummon all the inhabicants and other refiants within | 

which they,or any three, or moreof them ſhall rhinke fit to be ſummoned : and doe likewiſe repaire unto the ſeverall houſes or places of abode of all the inhabitants, and. 

other refiants or ſojourners within the ſaid which they,or any three ormore of them ſhall thinke fit to be repaired unto:And inthe name of both Houſes of 

Parliament doe give hearty thankes to ſo many of thera (whether ſummoned or repairedanto) as have already contributed by way of loane or gift,any money,plate, horſe, 

or armes, —— to the propoſitions of both Houſes of Parliament, heretofore publiſked in that behalfe, or otherwiſe, afſuring all and every of them, that the ſaid Houſes: 

arevery ſenfible of Ts alacrity and duty therein, and doe reſolve to be as carefull of their ſafety,welfare, and reimburſment, as of their owne, and to live and dye with 
them in this cauſe : And likewiſe, that the faid perſons hereunder named,or any three or nore of them, doe acquaint not onely thoſe, but eſpecially the reſt of the ſaid Inha» 
bitants, who have not yet contributed,with the further urgent neceſſity of new ſubſcriptins for plate and money, ſtill preſſing beyond former expeftation, and accordingly 
defire and tirre up them and every of them'to under-write in a booke provided for that purpoſe (and wherein their names ſhall be regiſtred whether they underwriteor no ) 
ſuch ſummes of money and plategas may teftifie their rea]l and further performance of tleir late Proteſtation and ſacred vow to Almighty God, and of their readineſſe to 

joyne with the reſt of tha well-affe&ed party of the Kingdom, and with us the Lords an Commons,who are reſolved to purſtie this worke with our lives, perſons, and e- 

ſtates, for their preſervation as well as for our owne: And becauſe the ſucceſſe of this furher levy of money depends much upon the ſpeedy bringing in thereof, Iris there-- 

fore further ordered, that all ſuch perſons as ſhall hereupon ſubſcribe as aforeſaid, be delind by the parties imployed to take their ſubſcriptions, inſtantly to bring in one 
fourth part of the ſaid money and plate (i ubſcribed by each of them reſpeRively, to the Treaſurers for money and plate 'formerly appointed jn the Guild-hall London, who 
ſhall thereupon give receipts for the ſame in manner and formealready uſed, And that the ſecond fourth part of their ſaid Subſcriptions be likewiſe brought in,to the 

rſons and places aforeſaid at the end of one moneth next after their ſubſcriptions ; And the third fourth part be accordingly brought in, at the end of the ſecond moneth 
after their ſaid Subſcriptions, and the laſt payment at the end of the third moneth next zfter their ſaid Sub(criptions. And for the eaſe of ſuch men ſo ſubſcribing whoſe oc- 
caſions will not permit them to make their ſeverall payments at Guild-Hallat the times 3breſaid, it is farther ordered,that the faid parties imployed to take their ſaid Sub- 
ſcriptions, orany two or more of them ſhall demand and receive of the ſaid perſons ſubcribing, the ſeverall and reſpeftive ſums ſo 11 ubſcribed, and in arrere and unpaid by 
the ſpace of fixdaies after theſeverall times of payment, ſhall be reſpeRively conamenced, and expired, and hall give acquittances for the ſame inmanner and forme ap- 
pointed anduſed upon the former ſubſcriptions of money and phate: For all which both Houſes of Parliament doe hereby ingage the Publike Faith of the Kingdome, that 
they ſhall be owt eight pounds per cert. allowance for the ſame, according to the ſiid former Propoſitions. And if any thing not mentioned in this Declaration and 

Order may conduceto the more effeuall promoting of this new Subſcription,and the receipt thereof,the ſame is _y referred to the wiſdome and care of the Commitzee- 

of Lords and Commons for advance of money and other ncceffaries for the Army,to beproſecuted and improved with effett. And laftly it is Ordered that this Declazati»-
